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EEPORT OF SELECTMEN. 


To the Town of Rutland : 

Fellow Citizens : We have reason to congratulate each other 
for the unprecedented prosperity and growth of the town for 
the past year ; none of those devastating conflagrations have 
taken place as in the year previous, and we have no reason to 
believe otherwise than it was the work of the most des- 
perate incendiaries.- The co-operation of the selectmen with 
the village trustees to furnish a part of the funds necessary for 
the purpose of ferreting out the guilty ones, was in our opinion 
justifiable, and as it proved a success in bringing the guilty 
parties to justice, we think no one will complain, as the ex- 
pense to the town was only S528.24, which was less than one- 
half of the money expenses ; the remainder was paid by the 
village trustees. 

The bounty of $500.00 voted to each veteran volunteer, pay- 
able in instalments, expired the 1st of December, 1869 ; the 
orders have all been drawn, and the most of them paid. The 
drain which has been on the treasury for that purpose for the 
last five years, will no longer exist. 

The expense for the year past, for roads and bridges, was 
comparatively light, until the heavy rain in October, which in- 
creased the expense nearly or quite $1,200. 

Numeous petitions have been presented to the selectmen for 
altering or laying out new roads. None have have been laid 
where the damages were thought unreasonable, and damages 
have been awarded only in two cases, East street, $400, and 
the extension of Pearl street, $200. 
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A court committee were called out, and caused to be laid tbe 
road running east from Main street to tbe lands of Hiram L. 
Cheney, formerly known as the Deacon Smith place. The 
damages awarded by them, to different individuals, amounts 
to 

The time for building the road and bridge laid by a court 
committee, leading from South street across the creek, near S, 
M. Dorr’s, expires in October next. As no money was raised 
for that purpose, the Selectmen have taken no measures to 
build the road or bridge, as the estimated expense is $10,000. 
Some actiou will be necessary before the time expires. 

There has been an account of several years’ standing against 
the town for liquors bought for the agency, and reported to 
have been destroyed by fire, at tbe time of the burning of the 
Huntoon Block, which the selectmen thought expedient to set- 
tle up and retire from the indebtedness of the town. 

According to a vote recently taken by the town, that all pay 
or salaries claimed by town officers should, before their allow- 
ance, be acted upon in town meeting, and in pursuance of that 
vote, the selectmen have refused to give orders for any claims 
presented in that class. There are quite an amount of claims 
in that class that will, in all probability, be presented to the 
meeting for consideration. 

As there is quite an amount of outstanding bonds against 
the town that are past due, and others coming due the present 
year, we would call the attention of the town to the propriety 
of issuing new bonds, instead of raising a tax sufficient to re- 
tire them the present year. We recommend to the town to 
place at the disposal of its officers funds sufficient to meet its 
current wants, rather than to compel them, as in years past, 
to resort to temporary loans, subject to high rates of interest.

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OVERSEER’S REPORT. 


I hereby respectfully submit the following as the Annual 
Report of the expenses and management of the Poor in the 
town of Rutland, for the year ending February 15th, 1870, 
The Superintendent of the Poor Farm and your physicians are 
paid up to the first of April. 

The entire amount drawn from the treasury, ex- 
clusive of the Overseer’s salary, has been. . $3,897 03 

Paid by cash received from other -sources 619 97 

$4,517 00 

Two hundred dollars of the above account is old bills. 

You have herewith a list of persons who have received 
assistance outside the poor house, and the amouut annexed to 
each name, and the cause for rendering such aid, which has been 
in many instances sickness and death, which would preclude 
the idea of their removal. But a large majority of the cases 
might have been removed to the poor house. Such is the 
opinion of your Overseer, which would have saved a large 
expense to the town in house rent, fuel, board, etc , etc. 

This you will clearly see when I report you bills amounting 
to $846.81 for house rent and fuel outside the poor house, all 
of which was necessary for the comfort of the outside poor. 

There has been admitted to the poor house, during the year, 
forty different persons, and I have rendered aid in all to nearly 
200 applicants. There are now in the poor house nine adults 
and four children. There have been four deaths at the poor 
house, and seven among the poor who have received aid out- 
side. 

We cannot always satisfy ourselves why the applicant is in 
distress; it is all that we can know that immediate assistance 
is required, and sometimes find ourselves over charitable.
